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THE COPPER TRADE. 
Srm,—When the question appears to be so rife as at present, and means 
devised and thought of to render the miners independent of the great 
smelting-houses, and thus open up a more prosperous era (?) in the copper 
trade, it will afford an instructive lesson if we refer to what seems to be 
forgotten by the present generation—viz., that the experiment had been 
tried on a large and most comprehensive scale towards the close of the last 
century, and under every favourable circumstance of unanimity, and an 
ample capital for all purposes, proved a total failure, introducing confusion 
in the trade, entailing heavy loss on their capital; whilst the standard 
receded to so low a point (62/.) as to stop the deep mines, and threaten to 
extinguish the British copper trade. I allude, of course, to the Cornish 
Metal Company, who in somewhat strange contradiction to their avowed 
object of destroying monopoly, attempted to establish one themselves ; the 
result was, as might have been expected, they were unable to establish 
such an unna’ state of things, and after indescribable confusion during 
their existence, from 1785 to 1790, retired with a heavy loss on their sub- 
scribed capital. I can have no feeling in this matter towards the smelt- 
trade in the abstract, which has been to me anything but an alma 
mater ; but let me appeal to the common sense of my brother Cornishmen, 
who complain of want of competition for their ores, and which, for argu- 
ment sake alone, I will admit they do want. Is it not rather an odd way 
to restore competition by destroying what they have, and driving the pre- 
sent smelters out of the market; and if, as I will assume, they have just 
cause for complaint, would it not be a more legitimate and safe course to 
invite the competition of others, rather than to attempt an amalgamation 
of mining and smelting, which are essentially and distinctly two several 
occupations, incompatible, as it has been proved, with each other, or to

COPPER SMELTERS AND COPPER MINERS. 
Sir,—It is long since I had the pleasure of addressing you upon the 
subject of the copper smelting monopoly ; and refrained from doing so, as 
the copper miners have appeared for some time past to sit down quietly, 


and tamely submit to the system by which they are oppressed; but as 
there appears to be a slight movement upon the subject in the columns of 
your Journal, I again send you a few lines. 

In reviewing the operations of the smelting monopolists (with which 
Iam perfectly acquainted) for many years past, I see that they have never 
made so rich a harvest out of the unfortunate miners as during the last 
three years. To any class of manufacturers or others not conversant with 
the subject, it would appear almost incredible that any body of individuals, 
even in combination, could so arrange matters as to obtain aclear profit of 
407. per ton upon an article of such universal consumption as copper; 
nevertheless such is the fact, and this at the expense of the unfortunate 
miner, who is obliged to sell his ore at any price the smelter chooses to 
pay him for it, and, so far as he is concerned, not having any voice in the 
matter. Now, as several of the copper smelting firms smelt from 5000 to 
7000 tons of copper per annum, it shows at once the enormous profit made 
by them yearly, when many of the mines are not paying their expenses, 
although they might be easily made to do so, and pay dividends likewise, 
if they were paid only a fair price for their ore. I have stated these facts 
as to the enormous profits obtained by the copper smelters in my letters to 
you before, as well as given all the items of the cost of smelting, by which 
it was made manifest, and should be happy to do so again if anything 
could be done to promote the interest of the miner by my so doing. Many 
plans have been proposed, but there is only one that can be carried out to 
remedy the evil ; it rests with the miners, and they only can correct it. 
If a company were formed for the purpose of smelting the ore, and a suffi- 
cient number of miners would coalesce together to have their ores smelted 
by them, the monopoly would be at an end; and that is the only plan upon 
which it can be done. The miners have had opportunities before to do so, 
but have not embraced them ; but it is not yet too late. A very moderate 
amount of capital would be sufficient to erect works and carry out smelt- 
ing operations to a very large extent, but it must be founded upon the 
certainty of being supported by the miners, and it would then not only 
place the miners in an independent position, and obtain for them a fair 
price for their produce, but would also leave a liberal profit for the smelt- 
ing establishment with which he was connected. Should this subject be 
taken up by those who are interested, I shall be happy to furnish you 
with any further information upon it, or as regards copper smelting, that 
will be likely to promote the interests of the miners.

FALL IN THE PRICE OF COPPER. 

Sm,—Most persons who are interested in copper mining will think that 
there must have been some “state secret”’ developed to the smelters to 
cause them to lower the price of copper 20/. per ton, without giving even 
a hint previously of such a step; and as at their meeting a fortnight be- 
fore they decided that the demand even justified the price then current, 
what has occurred in the trade, it will be asked, to justify the step taken ? 
Why, Sir, I must tell you, for we live in an age when even secrets will 
come out. Advices reached this country that large shipments of copper 
were being made in Chili and Australia, consigned to this market. Sales 
of large quantities of these shipments were effected to arrive; and the 
terms agreed upon were a per centage above the current market prices 
when these cargoes should arrive. Hence the purchasers—the smelters— 
have depressed the market prices in time to take due advantage of the bar- 
gain made.—July 9. B, 

ALUMINIUM. 

Srr,—As any process for facilitating the production of aluminium may 
be of importance at present, I beg, through your Journal, to suggest an 
elegant mode of obtaining alumina in a state of purity from the most im- 
pure solutions of that earth. It has been found that if metallic iron is 
boiled in a solution of sulphate of alumina, however impure, the iron dis- 
solves, and pure sub-sulphate of alumina is thrown down as a white pre- 
cipitate; this may, when washed, be at once ignited, and mixed with 
carbonaceous matter in the usual manner for the production of the volatile 
chloride of aluminium. Pure alumina may thus be obtained directly 
from the most impure clays. I may also add that this sub-sulphate, by

EXTRACTION OF GOLD FROM ITS ORES, d 

Sir,—I perceive, with pleasure, that there are other parties like myself 
engaged in experimentalising on the better extraction of gold from its 
ores, and think, with your correspondent, “‘ Experimentalist,” that aqueous 
or acid solutions might be advantageously and economically employed for 
the purpose. I have myself tried, on a small scale, most solutions that 
are applicable, although I do not succeed with the ferro or ferred-cyanides 
that your correspondent speaks of ; but the simple cyanide of potassium 
will readily dissolve the gold, but it also dissolves into the solution any 
iron, zinc, copper, silver, &c., at the same time, that may be present, and 
the difficulty I have experienced is the separation of the gold from these. 
I have employed the common metals to throw down the gold, but these 
also throw down copper, silver, lead, &c. Evaporation also of the solu- 
tion brings them again all her. Of course, one might smelt the resi- 
due with lead, and so burn the common metals off by cupellation, but this 
necessarily involves large furnaces, &c.,and considerable expenses. The 
neutralisation of the cyanide solution by acids also throws down all the 
assembled metals therein. Proto-sulphate of iron docs the same, at the 
same time that it joins them; in fact, I do not know of any metal, 
alkaline or otherwise, that will throw down the gold alonefrom a cyanide 
solution; and if ‘‘ Experimentalist,” or other of your scientific correspond- 
ents, could enlighten me in this particular, I should be thankful. I would 
also wish to observe that I have found, on experimenting on Australian 
t solution of cyanide of potassium, wherein the gold was in good 
sized scales in tin ore, that the whole of it would not dissolve. Now, 


whether this was thro it being alloyed with another metal, or the 
solution being catursted’ t do not know, but I do not think it was satu- 


rated to excess, as in the trial of a bit of gold-leaf it dissolved 
freely. T have not tried to any extent solutions—such as chlorine, 
Glad to learn results that haye been produced, Some 





time back it was frp in your Journal that a Mr. Harris, of Dol- 
gelly, had succeeded satisfactorily in extracting gold by means of chlorine 
gas, but we do not now hear of any success on the large scale that has 
accrued from it in this country, although it is, and has been, profitably 
followed in Hun If “‘ Experimentalist,” or other of your correspond- 
ents, would favour us with details of some trials, I think it would result 
in a decided benefit to interested parties ; and, as for myself, I feel quite 
sanguine on this subject, and do not doubt but solutions may be profitably 
employed.—July 9.

GOLD MINING IN VICTORIA. 

Str,—It is well known that companies have not been able to obtain 
leases of ground in the gold fields of Victoria. It has been and still is con- 
sidered in the colony more prudent to allow the diggers to have full 
sway, and unrestricted privileges, to search and dig for gold where they 
like than to grant any leases of gold ground to public companies, All the 


pressing applications that have been made to the Colonial Government have 
been of no avail, as set forth in the last report of the Port Phillip Com- 
pany. This being the case, it is madness to continue to persist in opposi- 
tion to the feelings of the diggers; and more especially in wrought ground, 
which does not pay the value of the labour required. 

In your last Journal, however, there is a letter headed “ Port Phillip 
Company,” alleged to come from Melbourne, and dated March 28,—a 
fabrication of gross misrepresentation, and which is much too glaring to 
effect the object of the writer—viz., the price of shares in the market ; 
but it may be the means of producing very unfavourable impressions if, 
as very possibly it will be, inserted and read in the colonial papers. It 
will probably be inferred that the so-called “ Philip James” is an agent 
of the company. He states “that the mineral reserves secured by the 
Port Phillip Company are of incalculable value, and exist in nearly every 
gold field discovered!” Thisisa most disgraceful falsehood, and evidently 
could only be concocted by a reckless jobber. The next paragraph is 
equally erroneous, fiooomua as the last report of the company shows that 
the resident director and his assistant have done all they possibly could 
to carry on the works at the gold fields, but have been compelled to give 
them up, owing to the opposition of the diggers. The company has not 
recommenced at the Ovens for the reason explained in their report ; and, 
Mr, Stephen, when he arrives at the diggings, can only obtain the same 
kind of claims for working as Mr. Thompson had before him, and who is 
besides a steady and active mining agent. I would advise “ Philip 
James” to take some other means to raise the wind than that of concoct- 
ing such absurd letters. Probably, at the next meeting, he will appear 
in another character—condemning Mr. Stephen again for not realising 
profits on his “most intrinsically valuable mineral properties.” It is 
much to be regretted that such letters should be published in the Mining 
Journal, as they do a very great injury ;—they are not only liable to en- 
trap the unwary, but they tend also to lower the character of such under- 
takings, and those who may be connected with them, in the estimation of 
the public. The agents of companies who are desirous to fulfil their 
duties honestly have quite enough to contend with in the colonies, with- 
out being annoyed and questioned about such ridiculous concoctions, 

Shortly before the late prorogation of the Legislative Council (in 
March), two important measures were introduced in reference to the gold 
fields. One of these was to settle the question as to the right of licensed 
diggers to dig for gold on private property, and to set at rest the owner- 
ship of gold when found to exist on purchased lands. After five days’ 
debate, however, the Council left the matter in the same doubt as they 
found it, and much disappointment and irritation has been the consequence 
at some of the diggings. 

At Castlemaine, the diggers have actually claimed the right of sinking 
holes on the Government reserve, where the camp is situated, and have boldly 
brought the matter to issue by breaking ground there. If they do this 
on Government reserve, it is not likely that they will pay much respect 
toa company’s claim, excepting a company of diggers working thereon, and 
who will have sufficient physical force to resistintrusion, An individual 
with a group of men in his employ may select new ground in favourable 
localities ; and if he be a judge of rich spots, and knows the best and the 
most expeditious methods of working rich grounds, he may succeed in ob- 
taining a very large amount of gold. But such persons must act accord~ 
ing to their own judgment, move from one place to another as they deem 
best, and quite free from the control of any body, and be prepared to suffer 
many losses before meeting with the prizes it is not like mining where 
capital and perseverance are concentrated permanently to one spot, ac- 
cording to the rules of an established system, and thus renders it capable 
of a kind of controling management from adistance. No, it is like fishing, 
dependent on immediate quick action and individual judgment, hard work 
and honesty, leaving no traces behind by which parties are to judge after- 
wards what the results and cost ought to have been. No mineral veins 
have yet been discovered in the colony of Victoria to carry on mining 
proper. The Colonial Government has, and still is, desirous of intro- 
ducing the system of granting leases of metalliferous ground for legitimate 
undertakings on a large scale, if that could be done without encroaching 
on individual rights, or cause any violent agitation. But the fact is, the 
opposition to companies working the gold fields is still so great at the dig- 
gings and in the Legislative Council, as to render the attempt useless. 

The sale of auriferous lands is not on any account allowed, and even 
the small leases of worked and abandoned ground, on which diggers can 
barely exist, must be worked by a certain number of men to retain pos- 
session of them, and scarcely one in twenty of such leases are found re- 
munerative to the hard-working diggers, and much less to companies, for 
the want of sufficient water for washing. Some of these small grants 
have been carried on at a loss of 100/. and upwards per week by com- 
panies. Why, then, persist in wastingso much valuable time and money 
in such scattered and irregular diggings, which present so little prospects 
of remuneration to the companies ? 

The time has now arrived to determine whether public companies can 
do any good in the Australian gold fields or not, If they succeed at all, 
it will be by placing the entire management and all its responsibilities in 
the colonies, It is absurd to pretend to manage such undertakings in 
London, 15,000 miles from the scene of operation, 

One false move at head quarters requires seven months to be corrected, 
during which the consequence may be very serious, and sufficient to ruin 
the best speculation, even when parties feel disposed to correct their errors. 

A board of directors in England should only act as a council of super- 
vision, and faithfully support, and give a true account of, their manager 
in the colony. Unless shareholders and agents can establish such a sys- 
tem of management, it would be in vain to attempt to do any good in the 
colonies.— Zhurloe-square, Brompton, July 9. Evan Hopx.ys, 








THE PORT PHILLIP GOLD COMPANY. 


Srr,—As one of your correspondents, who signs himself an “ Inquirer,” asks in your 
last Journal, What are the directors and shareholders of the Port Phillip Gold Com- 
pany about? I will answer his query, as far as regards the recent acts of certain of 
the shareholders of the company in question. On Wednesday last, a requisition for 
an extraordinary general meeting, signed by five shareholders, holding more than 
1100 registered shares, was sent in through the secretary to the board of direction, 
and the object of the aforesaid requisition is this :—‘* To take into consideration the 
conduct of the de facto Chairman of the company for having occupied the chair at the 
ordinary general meeting on Feb. 25 of the present year, without having been legally 
elected as Chairman of the board of directors during 1855 (the preceding year), in 
conformity with the requirements of the 22d clause of the company’s Deed of Settle- 
ment, whereby the whole of the proceedings at the meeting in question are rendered 
legaliy voidable, and the protection intended to be afforded to the sharebolders by 
the 5th, 18th, 35th, and 37th clauses of the Deed of Settlement has been nuilified, 
and made of no avail.” 

The 6th clause of the Port Phillip Deed of Settlement requires that the meeting 
should be held ‘on the third Wednesday after the sending -uch requisition ;” and 
the 9th clause requires that a seven days’ notice should be given by post to every re- 
gistered shareholder, besides a three days’ notice given in the Zimesnewspaper. It 
is to be hoped the present de facto Chairman of the company will not interfere to 
shirk these requirements of the Deed of Settlement, and the investigations consequent

would then have to be thrown on the parish, and taking into consideration 
the discouragement to legitimate mining which such a measure would 
produce, the consequence may be that in more than one parish the poor- 
rates would really be increased. There is probably upwards of 500,000/, 
spent annually in Cornwall alone by mines in a progressive state, and any 
additional burden upon them would, no doubt, be materially felt. 

It has been said that for upwards of 50 years the mines in Cornwall 
paid poor-rates, and that during that time there was no lack of capital for 
working them. But to what extent was mining carried on during that 
period? Why, it was so comparatively limited that it was almost exclu- 
sively in the hands of Cornishmen themselves, who for a long time were 
very jealous of disclosing the position and merits of their mining pro- 
perties to ‘‘ out-adventurers,” and it is only within the last few years that 
capitalists in London and other parts of the country have embarked to any 
extent in Cornish mines. And, if all mines were rated for upwards of 
50 years, it may, at all events, be said that it is under a different state of 
things that mining in this country has since assumed the position of 
greatly increased importance it now enjoys. 

However, the ‘‘ Mines Rating Bill, 1856,” is now “ shelved” for this 
ear; and it is hoped that it will not again make its appearance, except it 
be to place all mines on an equal footing, and declare them a// exempt 


from such a tax,

MINERAL PRODUCE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

The following return of the quantities of coal, iron ore, copper ore, lead 
ore, tin ore, silver, zinc ore, salt, and other minerals, raised in each of 
the mining counties of the United Kingdom in 1854-55, compiled by Mr. 
Rosert Hunt, F.R.S., Keeper of Mining Records in the Museum of 
Practical Geology, has just been issued, and shows the valuable results in 
the usual clear and comprehensive manner of that gentleman’s produc- 


tions, and reflects much credit on him for his industry and great care in 
its preparation. Mr. Huwr explains that there is no authority compelling 
either the owners of collieries or of mines to make any return of their pro- 
duce; the Mining Record Office has, therefore, to rely in many cases on 
the disposition of the mineral proprietors to furnish it, 

The returns which have been published for some years by the Mining 
Record Office being more appreciated, and now considered of value by those 
engaged in the mineral industries of the kingdom, the difficulty in obtain- 
ing the required information is not nearly so great as formerly. The sta- 
tistics of Coal and Iron have been obtained by visiting the coal and iron 
producing districts, and by issuing circulars of enquiry, while the replies 
given to those applications, whether personal or otherwise, have been full 
and satisfactory. The information thus obtained has been corrected by 
ascertaining the quantities exported and carried by railway and canal from 
each district, and by computing, after careful enquiries made on the spot, 
the local consumption. In all cases the railway companies have furnished 
exact returns of their mineral traffic. With regard to Copper, the Ticketing 
Papers have furnished the bulk of the returns, the private contract pur- 
chases being supplied by the smelters, or the proprietors of the copper 
mines from which the ore has been sold. The smelters of Tin in Corn- 
wall, and the agents of the mines producing the oro, have furnished in- 
formation for tin returns. The amount of Lead ore has been obtained 
from the public sales at Holywell, and from returns which are now 
promptly made, upon application, each year, by the proprietors of the lead 
mines. The lead smelters also furnish full information, and from the 
assays of the ores the = of silver has been computed. With regard to 
zinc ores, salt, and other minerals, the enquiries into the production of 
which were commenced but last year, the returns are not so complete, but 
the quantities given have been communicated by persons largely interested,

Tue SHareHoupers or Foren Comranites—(Froma Correspondent). 
—W hat is the use of shareholders wasting their time and patience, month 
after month, year after year, in complaining against directors? If they 
have really any cause to complain, and if it be true that directors mis- 
manage and do what they like with their capital, and that they merely 
preserve the name of companies, for private jobbing and private appoint- 
ments, why not take steps to remove them? If the complaints are well 
founded, and if the shareholders are in earnest, it appears to me that the 
more rational and business way of correction would be to unite together 
as a body, then organise their plan of action, and register their shares. 
This is easily accomplished, and the guilty or neglectful parties removed 
from the management, If they do this they will benefit themselves, and 
stop the discreditable acts which now injure the moral character of British 
enterprise, and which are creating a considerable amount of unnecessary 
acrimonious feeling. It is useless going on complaining and magnifying 
evils, it will only aggravate the difficulty, harden the , Fraction 9 bring 
ridicule on our distant representatives, and make us distrusted and despised 
in foreign countries. Honest directors and honest agents are very much 
injured by the wholesale condemnation that is frequently made by disap- 
pointed jobbing shareholders, who are now and then caught by directors 
of the same class, and who, jointly, care little for their agents or properties, 
provided they can be enriched by buying and selling shares. 





_ Ceyion anv rts Resources, —This interesting colony, one of the most 
important of the Crown possessions, is but little known, the Home Go- 
vernment not having taken any means to develop its resources ; while 
emigration has been encouraged to other localities, this, one of the most 
favoured spots on the globe, has been neglected, private enterprise has 
been checked, and where waste lands could have been made available, red 
tape and routine, under the withering influence of the Colonial Office, have 
interfered. The mineral wealth of Ceylon, though not developed, is well 
known. Gold has been found there, and in several parts of the island 
there are veins of silver, copper, and lead; iron abounds in large quanti- 
ties, and in some places cinnabar has likewise been discovered. ‘The forests 
are numerous, producing the finest timber, and the soil is capable of ren- 
dering all kinds of fruits ; cotton and tobacco might, with great advantage, 
be grown there toa profit. The climate is salubrious, and not detrimental 
to the health of Europeans. Hitherto, in consequence of the difficulty of 
communication, commerce has been much impeded, but this, it appears, 
will now be shortly obviated, a railway being about to be formed from 
Colombo to Kandy, the capital to be 800,000/., with power to increase, 
the Ceylon Government guaranteeing for 99 years a minimum interest of 
6 per cent., secured on the colonial revenues. The directors are men of 
high standing, and have been long connected with our oriental possessions. 

In addition to its mineral and agricultural wealth, Ceylon has great re- 
sources as a silk-producing country, there being in many parts of the island 
mulberry trees which are growing wild. Indigo, which here is indigenous 
to the country, is not cultivated, and it may be said that, owing to the 

pernicious system of granting large tracts of land to the Crown officials, 

who thereby become land speculators, native industry has been much im- 

peded. Hemp and flax are likewise grown in great quantities, and a con- 

siderable trade could be carried on in these productsalone. The country 

is well irrigated, the inhabitants peaceable, and of a docile disposition, 

merely requiring kind treatment. Numberless tracts of land, which now 

are nothing but forests and the abodes of wild beasts, could be reclaimed, 

and the blessings of civilisation diffused, where now all is ignorance and 
darkness. It is not to be supposed that this change can take place at once; 

it must be progressive, in order that any sterling benefit should be con 

ferred on the island and its inhabitants. The formation of a railroad, 

while it will afford more extended facilities for transport, will in a great 

measure develop the capabilities of the Cingalese as labourers, and instruct 

them in the arts of European life. Railways have always been considered 

the pioneers of civilisation, and such we trust they will prove in Ceylon, 

thereby throwing open the riches of that colony to British enterpise. 





Wuo rirst EmpLoyep ANTHRACITE Coat In SMELTING Iron.—In a 
recent article in the New York Zribune, on the progress of iron manufacturing,jit was 
stated that there was a dispute respecting who was the first to apply anthracite coal 
in the smelting of iron, and the names of George Crane, of England, and Rev. Dr. 
Geissenhainer, of New York, were mentioned in connection with the subject, and the 
credit given to the latter. In the Tribune of June 5, F. W. Geissenhainer, jun., 
claims the invention exclusively for the Rev. Dr. Geissenhainer, and states that he 
obtained a patent for melting iron ore with the hot blast, by anthracite coal, and ob- 
taineda patent in 1833, and that in 1835 a furnace was erected in Shuylkill Co., Pa., 
to carry out the invention He says, ‘‘ Iron manufactured in that furnace being now 
in my possession—the first either in this or any other country, manufactured by the 
exclusive use of anthracite coal by means of a chemical combinationand a hot biast.’” 
By the tone of the whole letter, it would appear as if it were the intention of its author 
to convey the ides that Dr. Geissenhainer was the first person who applied anthracite 
coal exclusively to smelting iron, He also states that Mr. G. Crane, of Abersychan, 
afterwards applied for an American patent, which was opposed by Dr. G., but he paid 
the latter 81000 for the use of his invention, and afterwards took out a patent. We 
will now quote the remainder of the letter :—‘* Immediately after this purchase and 
the establishment of the validity and priority of the patent, the executors of Dr. 
Geissenbainer freely opened to the world the use of his patented discovery, and hence 
it is that all the iron furnaces in the state of Pennsylvania have been erected free of 
patent charges or fees.”” Now, instead of Dr. Geissenhainer being the first who used 
and successfully smelted iron ore with authracite coal, his patent dates five years later 
than Benjamin B. Howell’s, of Philadelphia, who had erected a furnace as early as 
Nov., 1828, and manufactured malleable iron from the ore by the exclusive use of an- 
thracite coal for fuel. The Rev. Dr. Geissenhainer was neither the first to use an- 
thracite coal in smelting iron ore; nor was he the inventor ofthe hot blast. It was 
very easy for hisexecutors to be generous in giving his patent tothe public. ** Honour 
to whom honour is due,” and the person who deserves credit for the first successful 
application of anthracite coal tothe manufacture of iron from the ore, is B. B, Howell, 
of Philadelphia.—Scientific American. 





Srrines ron Ratway anp otuer Veutcies.—Mr. W. G. Craig, of 
Gorton, near Manchester, has patented some improvements in bearing, buffing, and 
draw springs, applicable to the rolling stock of railway and other vehicles: the in- 
vention relates to a mode or method of using and applying what is technically called 
the sliding shoe to locomotive engines, tenders, carriages, wagons, or any kind of 
vehicles, whether used on railways or high roads, and consists of connecting the two 
sliding shoes by shafts or tension rods, with a spring or elastic medium between them, 
the said elastic medium to be made of metal, caoutchouc, or any elastic material ca- 
pable of contraction or expansion, The said sliding shoes are also connected by dia- 
gonal rods or shafts to the axle boxes at one end, and the sliding shoes at the other 
for railway vehicles; but in road vehicles the sliding shoes are connected with the 
axletrees by means of diagonal rods, as before described, with tension rods, having an 
elastic medium between them. 


New Commopiovs Omnisvs.—Mr. J, B. Lyall, of Castle Frome, has 
just specified under his patent for *‘ Certain Improvements in Carriages ” (obtained 
through Mr. Campin, patent agent), a new arrangement for omnibuses, which con- 
sists in having a somewhat wider body, with two doors at the back, and a panelled 
space between, from the top of which panelled space to about the middle of the 
omnibus is a depression in the roof, a centre plank forming the bottom of this de- 
pression, being secured at the other end, in or about the middle of the omnibus, toa 
pillar, which serves as an additional support to the roof. Outside each side of this 
depression has a seat for the passengers, who place their feet in the before-mentioned 
depression, which affords them comfortable foot space, and the ascent to these seats 
easy, from suitable steps being placed across the said panelled space between the 
doors, Inside the omnibus is so arranged as to have plenty of room for seating the 

gers, and to pass and repass each other, for near the door, and under the de- 
pression in the roof, is a short seat with a partition back to it, only extended to the 
pillar in the middle of the omnibus, from which point to the fore end there are two 
on 2 usual, and a flap seat for temporary use, with a seat for one at the fore end. 
Another seat for one, having a partition back, is placed transversely to the seat first 
mentioned, and is a private seat, reached by one of the doors specially appropriated 
to it, being parted off from the rest of the omnibus by its own back and the back of 
the seat first mentioned. Exteriorly the omnibus has the front and sides at the fore 
part, the form of a step-piece Barouche, the curved risings in the floor due to such 
form having the two fore-end seats fitted over them; and this allows high front 
wheels, with considerabie “lock,” or turning space, to be adopted ; diminishes the 
draught, and improves the appearauce, Under the same patent, Mr. Lyall claims a 
novel arrangement for a three-whceled omnibus, for one horse; and an improved 
two-wheeled Brougham, or cab,

Capt. Simmons had tom many years at Cobre,in 
the employment of the company, and subsequently the head mining eaptain of the 
adjoining valuble mine of the San Jose Company, where he bad the opportunity of 
seeing much of the lodes and of the geological formation of that district, both of 
which present some remarkable peculiarities. With these advantages over any other 
person who had not been there, he may be considered very suitabie to manage the 
company’s affairs, conjointly with Mr. Morris, the general superintendent. Before 
he left this country the directors had the opportunity of giving him such written and 
verbal instructions as the interest of the undertaking peculiarly required, 

One of his first duties was to report upon the state and prospects of the mines; and 
the directors have received his two first letters, dated May 19 and 31: they regret to 
state that they are not so encouraging as they had hoped for. Capt. Simmons has 
found the shafts and levels in bad repair, and the deeper levels near Taylor’s shaft on 
the Perseverancia lode, and those on the Angelita lode, were poorer than he ex pected 
to see them. The directors are impressed with the {belief that Capt. Simmons was 
unduly disheartened on his first view, and that he has described the appearances 
under a disa’ — feeling.

The CaarrMan said the report was so full that it did not leave much for the directors 
to remark upon. It appears that the lode in the deep parts of the Perseverancia Mine

Mr. Cuanrtes (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the mi- 
nutes of the last, which were confirmed. 

The Cuareman said, that since the last meeting a tt deal of work had been done 
atthe mines, They had endeavoured to embody all the information in the report; 
and after that was read, if any shareholder wished to know anything further as to 
the operations, he should be too happy to give it to the fullest extent in his power. 


Mr. Cages then read the followiag reports of the committee of management, 
and Capt. Webb :— 


Since the last report of your committee they have been actively engaged with the bu- 
siness of the company, and in carrying into effect, as far as they have been able, the reso- 
lutions passed at the last general meeting. They think some explanation is y 
for not holding this meeting earlier, as the rules state that the general meeting shall be 
held quarterly. Your committee beg to observe that at the proper time for holding the 
meeting several important matters were pending, and which would have been either in- 
terrapted or impeded if the meeting had been so held. Your committee are glad to state 
that the negociations referred to are now closed, and, they hope, for the benefit of the 
shareholders at large. 

DEFAULTING SHaREHOLDERS.—In accordance with the resolutions passed on Jan. 31, 
your committee have used every effort to carry the same into effect, and the result has 
been that, through the efficient and safe aid of the Stannaries Court, 14,628 shares have 
given way to its power, and those shares are now held by the committee in trust for this 
company. There are now 1832 shares before the same court, which will be dealt with 
in like manner as soon as the forms of the court are complied with. Your committee 
strongly recommend the shares of this company to be permanently reduced to 15,000, as 
soon as that number shall have been recovered from the defaulters. By so reducing the 
shares, and assuming that none of the defaulters now in the court are in a position to 
pay upon them, there will be a balance of 1460 shares to be disposed of as the share- 
holders may direct. It will also be a question for you to decide whether a special meet- 
ing shall be called to alter the rules, so as to be in accordance with the reduced number 
of the shares, or to let the matter stand as it is until the next quarterly meeting, which 
could be made “ special general ” for that purpose. 

It will be seen at a glance that the advantages which will accrue to the shareholders 
through the forfeiture will be very great, as the value of the materials alone on 15,900 
shares will amount to full 8s. per share: and with animproving mine, your committee hope 
by that course to reimburse you for your extra outlay, caused by such wholesale de- 
fault. If the arrears could have been recovered, the financial position of the company 
would have been exceedingly good. The losses i by the pany through the 
defaulters amount to 7782/. 15s. 6d., and by the deling uency of Davidson 25714. 11s, 10d., 
making together 10,354/. 7s. 4d. Your committee need not state that had this sum, or 
even a moderate portion thereof, been at their command, the mines would have been in 
a very different state to what they are now, it having been from want of means to open 
them up that our progress has not been so great as the shareholders, in common with 
ourselves, could have wished. Still, your committee have done as much as possible with 
what has been placed at their disposal. They regret to state that nothing has been ob- 
tained in the matter of Davidson's default, neither do they see that anything will be 
done in the manner hitherto supposed, and alluded to in the previous report. 

Waeat Evizaseta.—Since the last meeting, and through the perseverance of 
Capt. Webb, this mine has been added to the Great Hewas at the m ere cost of the leases, 
as stated in the accounts. Our engine was draining it 60 fathoms deep, and its proximity 
was considered by the lord to give usa claim to the grant. It is hoped that this im- 
portant addition to the mines will prove advantageous to all purties. 

Water Question.—In addition to the sum voted at the last meeting, your committee 
have been compelled, in order to prevent litigation, to allow 100/. towards some works 
now in progress at Carhayes ; and, although this expense is much regretted by them, 
the amount would soon have been absorbed in law costs. Our works there are nearly 
completed, and your committee hope that no more inconvenience or annoyance will be 
caused from this source 

THe Mines.—Since the last meeting, your committee have felt the importance of de- 
voting as much attention as funds would allow to open up those parts which are most 
likely to produce the best results. As was stated in the last report, Northey’s shaft 
was thouglit to be of great importance. Since that time the 66 fathom level has been 
cleared and secured from this shaft to the engine-shaft. The shaft was then cleared to 
the 76 fathom level, aud that level cleared to theengine-shaft, and also to the east end of 
that level. The shaft was then cleared to the bottom, which was within 2 fathoms of 
the 86 fathom level, and which has since been sunk to that level; that level has since 
been cleared from this shaft to the engine-shaft, and beyond to the east end. The dis- 
tance from Northey’s shaft to the engine shaft is full 180 fathoms; therefore three times 
that number of fathoms of old levels have been cleared and secured; in addition to 
which the shaft has been cleared 18 fathoms and sunk 2 fathoms, to complete the work 
tothe 56. This, while in progress, was all dead work, and did uot render us any assist- 
ance in the returns. A cross-cut was driven south at the 66 fathom level, which soon 
reached the south lode. It was foand to produce work of much better quality than we 
had been getting before. This induced Capt, Webb to start another cross-cut in the 76 
fathom level, to cut the same lode, which was done, and found to produce work of a su- 
perior quality. He then started another cross-cut farther east, and, after driving a few 
feet, cut a branch 9 inches wide, rich intin. A cross-cut has been started in the $6 
fathom level to cut the same lode, and it is expected that a very few days will reach itin 
this level also. It has been found that our predecessors have driven a great distance in 
these lower levels, without taking down the lode, In the 76 fathom level we have cat 
out some extensive stopes on the north lode, which is doing us great service in the re- 
turns. We are progressing as fast as possible with the works in the 86 fathom level, and 
when the north and south lodes are fairly opened up in the 66,76, and 86 fathom levels, 
our returns will be considerably increased therefrom. As soon as the south lode is cut 
in the 86, we shall decide on the most expeditious plan of opening out deeper levels, 
either by draining the engine shaft, or to sink below the 86 at Northey’s, by the aid of an 
hydraulic engine, ; 

STANDLEY's.—This shaft is now cleared and secured to the 86 fathom level, and this 
level has been secured and cleared from the engine-shaft to this shaft, which is full 200 
fathoms, The mines are now cleared to the bottom for full two-thirds of their entire 
length. A new flat rope and chain have been secured for Northey’s shaft,and the neces- 
sary apparatus lias been fixed to draw by the steam-whim with the old rope and chain from 
Standley’s shaft. This has effected a great saving, and some excellent work is now 
being raised from this shaft. Now that the clearing of the 86 fathom level is completed, 
the sime system of cross-cutting will be adopted here which has been so successful at 
Northey’s. Mount’s shaft (in Wheal Elizabeth) has also been cleared and secured to the 
bottom, and a powerful water-wheel is fixed thereon, with the necessary compound ma- 
chinery attached thereto for sinking this shaft to deeper levels.

Your committee hope that their efforts tor the 
last six months will meet with your approbation ; and they beg to assure you that their 
best attention strall at all times be given to bring these wince lo 4 profitable and dividend- 
paying state.

id the sum of 6620/, 128, 7d, for current expenses, income tax, and for bad and 
doubtful debts; that 6265/, 12s. 5d. be carried to profit and loss new account, as re- 
bate of interest on bills discounted not yet due; that 100v/. be applied towards writ- 
ing off preliminary and building expenses; that out of the sum remaining there be 
now paid a dividend after the rate of 51. per cent. per annum (free from income tax) 
from the date of the commencement of business; that 80001. be applied as the basis 
ofa reserve fund, and that the balance, 25681. 10s. 7d., be carried forward to account 
of the next half-year, It is the intention of the directors in future to declare a divi- 
dend half-yearly, provided the profits of the bank shall justify them in #0 doing, the 
final appropriation of the ey # profits being declared after June 30, in each year; 
and the directors are gratified in acknowledging the active and very beneficial co- 
operation of the shareholders in the acquirement of business, 


The Cuaraman, in moving the adoption of the report, recapitulated its statements, 
and mentioned that, as the Deed of Settlement empowered the directors to appro- 
priate the whole of the profits of the first year to the reserve fund, they had thought 
it more conducive to the interests of the bank to apply a portion of them to the pay- 
ment of the dividend mentioned in the report. :

Gotp Quartz Facrories.—There are at present 63 factories situated 
in different parts of California in which quartz grinding and extracting the gold by 
machinery is carried on : 30 of these aredriven by steam-engines, and the others by 
pay et ae The gold quartz mining and crushing is rapidly on the increase 
n California, 


How anp Wuere Gotp 1s Founp.—The most productive auriferous 
quartz veins in California appear in hills of what is called ** the secondary formation,” 
and run from north-west to north-east. Some of these veins have a diameter varying 
from 4 to 10 ft., and the vein is generally a solid mass. The smaller veins, which 
run in various other directions, and connect with the main leads, furnish the most of 
the gold for the placers. In the large veins the gold is found in small scales or octa- 
hedrons, closely connected with the quartz; and in the small veins the gold appears 
in large solid masses on the surface, in the interstices, and on the outside of the 
quartz. These smaller veins ordinarily contain clay, accompanied by gravel, irony 
and arsenic, and in these materials gold is found free from quartz. United with 
quartz, the gold takes irregular forms, sometimes crystalline, and the aw iferous 
pieces are usually surrounded with clay: this quartz is almost invariably accom- 
panied by oxide of iron and pyrites. The solid veins can only be quarried with diffi- 
culty, and contain the gold intimately united with quartz. In the smaller veins the 

ieces of quartz hang together, but can be broken apart by alight blow. It frequently 
Clopens at in a vein not more than 10 or 30 in. wide, several divisions are found, 
each of which is separate and solid in a perpendicular line. The perpendicular spaces 
between are filled with clay, which is often rich in gold. Experience hasshown that 
gold is generally found in quartz veins which lie near the surface of the earth; and 
that the gold loses in quantity and quality as the vein recedes from the surface. In 
those quartz veins that have a horizontal direction, and which are found entirely 
isolated from other veins, large amounts of gold have been found, But these veins 
are very rare.—Scientific Ameriean. 


Mammotu Tree.—It appears that gold is not the only natural produc- 
tion which gratifies the senses of the traveller in California, and that whatever may 
be the attraction of that at present half civilised country to the mineralogist and me- 
tallurgist, to the botanist it is considerably greater, from the existence of a grove of 
trees (the Washingtonea |g gen of the mostextraordinary dimensions. Mr. W. P, 
Blake, on the occasion of the exhibition of one of the trees in the Crystal Palace at 
New York, stated before the American Associatiation for the Advancement of Science 
that this grove of mammoth trees was near the sources of the Calaveras, in California, 
in a sheltered valley, about 5000 ft. above the sea. The valley was densely wooded 
with evergreen trees, and the great trees tower above them, presenting a magnificent 
spectacle when viewed from the surrounding hills. A hotel had been erected in the 
grove by Mr. Laphan, and he had counted upwards of 190 trees, old and young. They 
were mostly found in a space one quarter of a mile square, and are generally in groups 
two or three together. The size of these trees was variable, the diameter ranging 
from 15 ft. to over 30 ft., and the height from 250 to 360 ft. Mr. Blake measured one 
tree now standing, and found it 94 ft. in circumference. The geology of the — 
was simple, the underlying rock being a hard granite, and the soil apparently deriv: 
from its decomposition ; it is deep, rich, and well watered. He had measured the 
rings sufficiently to satisfy him that they did not mach exceed 1009in number. Mr. 
George L. Trask, M.A., has brought over the bark of one of these monsters, which is 
from i to 1‘, ft. in thickness, and which has been carefully stripped from the tree to 
the height of 116 ft., and the sections numbered, so that they can be put together. 
He gave an adequate idea of the appearance of the tree in its native soil. A portion 
has been erected at the Adelaide Gallery, and is well worthy of inspection, as it is 
not only the largest tree in the world, but the only specimen to be seen except in the 
grove, trom which no others can be moved under any circumstances, it being now in 
the possession of the United States Government,

Doctor anv Civs Fuxp,—Sir: Allow me to answer the call made by “A Miner,” in 
your last Journal, by handing you the rules by which the club fund in these, and 
other mines under my management, is governed. You will observe that, in addi- 
tion to the monthly deductions from the men’s earnings (which is an indirect tax 
upon the mine proprietor), he, the proprietor, is an annual subscriber to the fund, 
and also that all the fines levied on the men for neglect of labour or other miscon- 
duct are added to it monthly. It cannot be supposed that the proprietor will con- 
tinue such a liberal provision for the relief of those wao may become disabled whilst 
in his employ, if the mines are taxed to the relief of the poor generally; therefore, 
with tht passing of the proposed bill, the existing provision for the relief of dis- 
abled miners ceases, and they will become at once chargeable to the parish, to 
which they, as a class, have hitherto been very rarely burdensome—indeed, many 
o'd miners have for years past been receiving regular reiief from our club funds, 
who otherwise must have been a constant charge upon the parishes in which they 
reside. I should mention that there isa distinct fund, raised in a similar manner, 
for procuring medical attendsnce.—H. Evpy: Grassington Mines, July 9.

Then costly experiments are tried at the expense 
of the unfortunate sharcholders ; a failure is probably the result; and it is not 
until fatal experience has taught them, that a practical person, with requisite 
knowledge, is dispatched to repair the errors of his predecessor. Mow committees 
of management are often constituted, it is needless here to dwell upon.

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The surprise created by the fall in copper, and the alarm caused thereby, 
still exists, though in a minor degree than when the decrease in price 
was first announced. It shouid be remembered that the late high prices 
must be attributed to the war, and on a comparison with those of the pre- 
vious struggle, when the power of the first NaroLzon was overthrown, 
we shall find them somewhat analogous. It is not our intention here to 
enter into a dotail of the copper trade from the commencement of the cen- 
tury to the present period, nor is it our purpose in any way to allude to 
the different phases which influence the copper market in piping times of 
peace; we merely wish to show how, in unsettled periods, the political 
horizon affects this important branch of our national industry. 

At the commencement of the year 1853, when all was peace and har- 
mony, the price of copper was 102/. 10s. per ton, and on Noy. 4, in the 
same year, it had increased to 107/. 10s. At that time the Russians were 
in the Principalities, and war was imminent, On the 11th it was quoted 
at 117/., and the following week at 126/., at which price it remained, with 
but slight variation, until June 20 last, when, instead of a decrease as 
gradual as the rise had been, it fell suddenly to 107/. 10s, 

At the dawning of the present century, when we were at war with the 
French Republic, and the supply of copper was much more limited than 
at present, the price was 133/. 3s. Gd, per ton. In the following year, 
1801, at the time that pacific negociations had commenced between the 
Consulate and the Court of St. James's, copper had fallen to 1177, 8s,, and 
at the ratification of the Peace of Amiens it was 1102, 183,, thus proving 
that this metal, as well as other products, received a1 artificial stimulus 
from the war: this, however, was not of long continuance. History in- 
forms us that disagreements soon occurred between ths high contracting 
powers, and in the year 1804 copper had risen to 136/. 5s. In the year 
1806 the price was 138/. 5s., while in 1808 it had fallen to 1002. 7s. This, 
it must be remembered, was at the height of the war, and when conse- 
quent high prices were kept up, and, therefore, requires some explanation. 
At that period we had made peace with Spain: several of her colonies 
were in revolt, and under British and Spanish licenses our privateers cap- 
tured a number of vessels laden with South American copper. These 
coming suddenly into the market, and almost at the same period, caused 
this heavy fall. In the following ycar, however, the metal suddenly 
rallied, and attained a height which, we believe, has never been exceeded 
—viz. 1437, 12s, In 1812 we find the price to be 132/. 5s. On the pro- 
spects of peace, in 1814, it was 130/, 12s.; while in 1816, when the 
Bovurpons were restored, and all Europe, after a long, disastrous, and cala- 
mitous strife, was in tranquility, copper was 98/. 14s. per ton. In the 
course of the period above mentioned, there were occasionally some trifling | 
fluctuations; but these calculations have been based upon the average 
price for the current years, except in the instance of 1809, where the ex- 
treme price is given. 

From the foregoing remarks it will be seen that our mines have nothing 
to fear; at the commencement of the year 1853 the price was 5/. lower 
than it is now, and the present smelting firms, in lowering the metal, are 
only following the footsteps of their predecessors, The sudden influx of 
foreign copper must likewise have a material influence on the price, though 
from the general expensive method by which this is manufactured, not- 
withstanding the rich per centage of the ores, it does not offer so formidable 
a competition as might besupposed. The present mode of fixing the prices 
we think might be amended, and the trade not subjected to so many fluc- 
tuations, which naturally must paralyse the energy of the smaller manu- 
facturers, and at the same time exercise a baneful influence on the miner, 
especially where the ores produced are of a low quality. We have not 
referred to the periods between 1816 and 1853, the copper market during 
that time not being in any way influenced by hostilities or ruinous war ; 
but as we are on the subject, at a future opportunity we shall endeavour 
to enquire into the fluctuations, and their probable causes, during the years 
in which the star of peace was in the ascendant. At present there is no 
cause for alarm; and, probably, the decrease in the price may, at this time, 
be productive of good, and tend to hinder much evil ; it will prevent many 
worthless undertakings and delusive projects being brought into the mar- 
ket, based upon the “ high price of copper ;” such speculations it may in- 
fluence, but its effect upon honest mining adventure is but slight, and 
scarcely felt. 





It has often been a matter of surprise that, while in many influential 
quarters there is a distaste to speculate in British mining adventure, yet 
when any foreign project is brought forward the capital is easily ob- 
tained, A few days since we were informed, on authority on which we 
can rely, thata property was offered to a capitalist in this city. It was 
pointed out that the mine had sold ores, was then making a small profit, 
and on the spot there were necessary buildings, shafts had been sunk, and 
it only required a larger capital,so that more hands could be employed, to 
make it highly remunerative, The reply was, Where is it situated? On 
being told it was in England, a dubious shake of the head was the answer, 
with an emphatic ‘‘ No! in foreign mines you can have some property, 
but in Englandall mining is so insecure: besides, who can you believe 
who can you trust?” 

We are perfectly aware that there is a class, and that highly respect- 
able, who solely invest in British mines, and that there are likewise many 
who only have dealings in them ; but, on the other hand, it must be ac- 
knowledged that, with but few exceptions, the greater capitalists who have 
large holdings in foreign undertakings entirely disregard English mining 
enterprise. The utility of the Mining Exchange is but little known to 
the public at large, while the facility with which all foreign and colonial 
undertakings can get placed in the official list tends in a great degree to 
throw our own legitimate adventures in the shade. But it may be en- 
quired whether a portion of the disrepute attached to our home enterprise 
is not in too many cases to be attributed to the agents and others con- 
nected with British adventure? We could cite instances where agents 
have been discharged because they would not be pliant enough to write 
such reports as could give a high colouring to the undertaking, so that 
shares might be disposed of at a premium, to suit the views of the jobber. 
In many cases, when anagent makesa preparatory report after inspection, 
he is informed that if the company is taken up he shall receive a per- 
centage on the capital subscribed, and hence he becomes interested in 
puffing the property. The speculative years of 1325 and 1835 do not re- 
flect any credit on Pritish mining, and the mode of re-christening an 
abandoned mine, so as to bring it before the public as a new adventure, 
is detrimental in the highest degree. It is much more beneficial that 
English capital should be employed inthe country ; and, could a greater 
confidence be generated, there is no question but that large amounts of 
money which now flow into foreign channels would be diverted from 
them, and be more usefully employed here. 

In making these remarks, we are not actuated by any cavilling spirit. 
It is our wish to see capital engaged at home in preference to abroad. A 
recurrence of the gambling of the years adverted to should not take place.

The Roya Santraco Minine Company held their annual meeting on 
Wednesday, and although the report of operations since the last meeting 
was not so favourable as was expected, the proceedings appeared to give 
general satisfaction. It is well known to the proprietors that, under tho 
constitution of the company, the directors have unlimited power to act 
without consulting them, but the plan now adopted by the board of di. 
rectors is not even to make a call without convening the proprietors. Such 
a course has naturally inspired unbounded confidence, and which never 
was more fully proved than at the meeting to which we refer. 

The Chairman made an important announcement, by which it would 
appear, if carried out, there is every prospect of this company again be- 
coming highly remunerative. There are thousands of tons of poor ores 
at surface, but as none under 9 per cent. will pay for sending home, the 
company are compelled to abandon them. The Chairman, however, 
stated there was a patented invention, which had been in successful ope 
ration for three years in Norway, by which poor ores were converted into 
a regulus of about 80 per cent., and the method was both simple and in- 
expensive, but in consequence of the depressed state of the funds of the 
company he had hitherto declined recommending it. A very animated 
discussion ensued, during which it was suggested that La Paz sett should 
be disposed of to the Cosne Company, by which means the necessary funds 
could be obtained, 

Mr. W. Lemon Oxrver reminded the proprietors that the loss had been 
reduced upwards of 1000/. on the last six months’ working, and advised 
the meeting to pass a resolution that it be left to the directors to use their 
judgment and discretion in the disposal of La Paz sett, a suggestion which 
was unanimously adopted. :

The 
line from Belgium to Paris; 2. That of direct delivery at Paris from the 
Northumbrian and Durham districts, as proposed by the Société Parisi- 
enne; and, 3. A project of parties connected with the port of Grimsby to 
carry the Yorkshire coals to Havre or Dieppe, transhipping them to be 
forwarded by rail to Paris, The transhipment and railway transit seem 
to have decided Mr, Tayxor to treat the last-mentioned means as entirely 
unworthy of consideration ; and, consequently, he places the scheme of 
the Parisienne Company as the only plan for taking coal to Paris on terms 
which can meet a competition on the part of the Belgium coalowners. Mr. 
TayLor gives the details of charges on all sides, and in a few words it 
amounts to this,—That while the Belgians can, for sake of competition, 
reduce their price to 30 frs, 52 cents.—say, 25s.,—the Société Parisienne 
ean deliver at about 20s.; and in that estimate no account is made of back 
freights, which would be all clear gain, as the cost of the ships is charged 
on the coals. This must decide the question of competition; for the dif- 
ference of even one shilling would be quite enough in sale of coals to turn 
the scale of profit and loss. 

We regret our space will not permit us to give this report in full, but 
in a future Number we shall present a more precise statement of its in- 
teresting details, 





The Select Committee appointed by the House of Commons, on the mo- 
tion of Mr. Kenvaxt, to enquire into the law and practice of Rating 
Mines, brought their labours to a close for the present session, yesterday, 
after having taken some portion of the evidence on behalf of Cornwall, 
Devon, and Derbyshire. ‘They propose to resume the subject next year, 
and to extend the enquiry to every description of mining throughout the 
United Kingdom. It is not, therefore, their intention to offer any re- 
commendation to the House; and their report will merely be a resumé of 
the salient points of the evidence which has been taken, without ventur- 
ing to suggest any remedy for the supposed injustice in the existing sys- 
tem of assessments to the ratepayers and agriculturists of the mining dis- 
tricts in the West of England. 

In the evidence adduced yesterday, though no new features were in- 
troduced, the case of the mining adventurers was very materially strength- 
ened. Without exception, the witnesses examined condemned the pro- 
posed bill, and gave it as their decided opinion that it would have a most 
injurious tendency, by checking speculation in safe companies, on the one 
hand, whilst, on the other, it would prevent the working miner in Der- 
byshire, whose burthens were already enormous, from prosecuting the 
search for metallic ores with that energy and freedom which time out of 
mind has been his wont and privilege. [thas been already clearly shown, 
that the slightest additional tax, especially where mines were unprofit- 
able, would act prejudicially on mining enterprise in Cornwall; and 
it was demonstrated by Sir Joszru Paxron, in his evidence on Tuesday, 
that it would be still more fatal to it in Derbyshire. ‘To prove how little 
would deter men from a pursuit attended with, such risk, hazard, and un- 
certainty as mining, Sir Joserm Paxton stated that, prior to the passing 
of the High Peak Mineral Customs and Mineral Court Act, in 1851, every 
facility was afforded the trainer who felt disposed to re-work a mine that 
had been abandoned, and his expenses rarely exceeded 3/. in arranging 
the preliminaries, Now, however, they amount to 7/.; and, strange as 
it may scen, it is nevertheless a positive fact, that this additional impost 
of 4/, has entirely stopped the applications to the bar-master for permis- 
sion; so that since 1851, up to the present time, not a single request has 
been received by that functionary. If such is the case in small concerns, 
what would it be in companies carried on by men of business, who, as 
out-adventurers, embark their capital in mines as an investment ? 

It may suit the purpose of certain representatives of the landed inter- 
ests in Cornwall, to say that the character of speculation in that county 
is nothing more nor less than aspecies of gambling; but itis a well-known 
fact, patent to all who are conversant with the mining reports in the 
Journal, or have been in the habit of attending mine mectings, that the 
aspersion is beside the truth, so far as it relates to legitimate companies. 
There is no doubt, among the few parasites who in times of excite- 
ment seek to make a harvest out of public credulity, without any serious 
intention of ever working a mine with a view to ultimate successful re- 
sults, that setts will be taken on any terms which the lord or his agent 
may think proper to impose. But shall we take these exceptions as a 
criterion of the whole? Surely not. For, if it be true of all, how does 
it happen that application is so frequently made to the lord to forego his 
dues? Why are they, in some cases, entirely abandoned, and in others 
reduced from 1-15th or 1-18th, to 1-40th or 1-60th ? In the course of 
this investigation it has been most clearly shown that such is the fact. 

Yesterday, Mr. Fizxp, the Chairman of the Great Wheal Alfred Mine, 
stated that, beyond the ores raised, they lost 50,000/. exploring this mine, 
and the lord had reduced the dues from 1-18tk to 1-60th, so as to encour- 
age them, and lighten their losses. Capt. 8. Szccomse gaveit in evidence 
that, at the Phoenix Mine, where they had spent 90,000/. before making 
profits, the royalty had been entirely conceded until a were in a posi- 
tion to pay. Even the witnesses who ventured cool!y to make this 
charge against the mining interest were obliged to acknowledge that the 
dues were not taken in full in many cases, where the adventurers were 
working at a serious loss. 

Professor SmyrH adduced the Holmbush Mine as another instance in 
which the dues had beenentirely set aside, after an expenditure of 25,0002, 
until the company should be in a position to pay them; yet, notwith- 
standing this, they were still working at a loss of 5007, permonth. These 
are but a few of the many indisputable facts which might be adduced to 
show the utter fallacy of this most unguarded and prejudicial imputation 
on the mining community. 

The same thing has and is occurring in Derbyshire. Messrs. W. Wyatt, 
of Forlow, Bakewell; T. Broomueap, of Calow, Bakewell; and T. Excer, 
of Middleton, Wirksworth, mine agents, were yesterday examined on the 
part of that county. The former stated that he had been connected with 
the Water Groove Mine, which after an expenditure of 30,000/., was 
abandoned. In another they lost 80007. Sir Joseru Paxton also men- 
tioned an undertaking in which 30,000/. had been sunk, and which did 
not return 1000/. worth of ore. Add these to the vast sums lost in the 
Cornish mines, and who shall gainsay the observations of the architect 
of the Crystal Palace, that there was more money lost in mining than ever 
it returned? Another serious objection to the bill, were it imposed, is 
that in Derbyshire the mines are chiefly worked by pares of from three 
to four men; and that it would cost more to collect the dues from the 
miner, than they would amount to altogether ; and Mr. Hunsersry, a 
gentleman who has evidently given much attention to their peculiar cus- 
toms, unhesitatingly told the committce that it would be impossible to 
collect the obnoxious impost, because the sympathy of the people would 
be entirely with the miner; and, that, therefore, they would not afford 
the functionaries of the law any assistavce whatever in carrying out the 
behest of the Cornish lords. 

Setting this view, however, of the question aside, and looking at it on 

its own merits, what can be said for the liberality of those enlightened 
legislators who would, had they not been fortunately stopped, impose an 
additional burthen on the poor miner in the High Peak, and, indeed, 
throughout the whole mineral districts of England, whose average in- 
come, taken at the highest estimate, would not exceed 15s, per week > 
If the silent Members, whose distinguished services in the Palace at West- 
minster have been confined to party division, are determined to legislate 
for their own county, and wish te do justice where justice is due, we 
really think they could find some more appropriate cbjects to immolate 
than the mine adventuiers, who have embarked so much, and go liberally, 
in promoting the well-being, prosperity, and happiness of a district which, 
had it not been for them, would hold « much less conspicuous place in the 
poor-law returns, 
There is no disguising the fact that Cornwall owes its present flourish- 
ing condition to the presence of mines and mining speculators. Take 
either away, and what would be the condition of the county in half a 
century hence? Some few agriculturists and landed proprietors may look 
upon them as a nuisance, but the great mass of the trading and industrial 
population are fully convinced that to mining alone is the present pros- 
perous state of the county attributable. 





Tue American Iron Trape.—A statement of the value of iron im- 
ported into, and exported from, the United States, from 1840 to 1855 in- 
clusive, shows an increase in the importation, in the 15 years, of from 
$6,500,000 to $29,000,000. In 1843 there was a considerable fall on the

Tue Pavsstan Metat Traps.—The Government statistical tables show 
the increase in value of the principal mineral and metallic products in the 
whole of Prussia (coal, iron, lead, zinc, and copper) as follows:—In the 
year 1854 the value amounted to 20,855,105 thir., from 2351 mines; 1845, 
8,714,848 thlr., from 1789 mines: showing an increase in ten years of 
12,140,257 thir., of which 7,701,467 thlr., or nearly two-thirds, were pro- 
duced in the Rhenish Provinces and Westphalia. ‘This surprising increase 
was not alone confined to the mineral department, for the value of the 
metallic produce had also increased in a like ratio, as shown by the follow- 
ing statement :—In the year 1854 the value amounted to 58,674,971 thlr., 
from 1255 works; 1845, 29,345,257 thlr., from 1310 works ; showing an 
increase in ten years of 29,329,714thir. In the year 185) the increase in 
the value of the various minerals and metals was still more rapid, espe- 
cially in coal and iron. The statistical tables for that period not having 
been yet made up, the exact amount of increase is not ascertained. 













































































































Manvracrure or Rais 1x Russta,—We learn from Konigsherg, that 
the English manufacturers who had contracted for the delivery of rails for 
the St. Petersburg Warsaw line withdrew, as a matter of course, on the 
outbreak of the war. The Czar Nicholas, therefore, ordered Count Klein« 
michel, at that time Director-General of Public Works, to look to the manu- 
facturing of rails by Russian ironmasters, The business was a novelty in 
Russia, and required new machinery and apparatus, as well as experienced 
workmen and foremen. However, two great proprietors of mines and 
forges, the heirs of Prince Demidoff, and those of State-Councillor Jakow- 
leff, undertook the operation, and contracted to furnish the one 1,200,000, 
and the other 1,500,000 puds of rail. The latter have already sent models 
of rails and appurtenances to St, Petersburg, which upon being properly 
tested, are declared to be superior to those of England as regards the iron, 
and leave nothing to be desired as relates to workmanship. The cost is, 
however, undoubtedly much higher, that is, 14 silver roubles more than 
the English. But these prices will be brought down ere long by compe- 
tition, as several other forgemasters have applied themselves to the pro- 
duction of the same articles, 


Tron 1n Avstratta.—Much interest is excited by the discovery and 
working of iron ores in the colony. Iron has been discovered in various 
parts in immense quantities, and some local companies have commenced . 
operations on a grand scale, which, assisted by powerful machinery from 

ngland, it is expected will prove highly remunerative to themselves, and 
greatly beneficial to the country.

The men have now put forth 
another pretext, that they would not return to work until Mr, Minto, the 
manager, was dismissed, as they were afraid of another explosion if he 
continued to superintend them. ‘The proprietors of the colliery have re- 
fused to comply with this request, being determined to support Mr. 
Minto ; the men, on the other hand, are still out, and are collecting sub- 
scriptions for their maintenance, and holding frequent meetings to deter- 
mine the course they should take. 

We learn with satisfaction that the importance of railways for the con- 
veyance of minerals is being more fully recognised in several of our great 
coal districts. A line from Boston to Sleaford is being projected, and the 
landowners of the district are highly favourable to its construction. It 
will be a great boon to the people of that part of Lincolnshire as regards 
the transit of minerals, the great bulk of which are now transmitted in 
barges. The Darlington and Barnard Castle Railway was opened on 
Tuesday, and it will afford a medium of communication to all parts of 
England for the minerals of that important district. The opening of a 
short line from Mumps to Greenfield, near Oldham, will shorten the dis- 
tance between Leeds and Oldham 20 miles, and thus afford a more direct 
route to the markets of Yorkshire than has existed before.

Should this 
project be carried into execution, so as to be available for the transit of 
this company’s ore, it will afford great facilities for the export of an ore, 
the raising of which the directors seem disposed to pay considerable atten- 
tion to, whea an opportunity occurs to do so profitably. As faras I know, 
your English markets are as yet scarcely accessible to the iron ores of this 
country, or, probably, they do not receive that attention which their su- 
perior quality would lead one to suppose they should from your smelters 
and manufacturers; indeed, I am not exaggerating, when I state that the 
iroa ores of Ireland are not only generally considered superior in quality 
to your English ones, but the supply for all practicable purposes, may be 
set down as inexhaustible. Oflate years, large quantities have been sent 
to Scotland from the western districts, but the export is very far short of 
what ought even to be reasonably expected. Indeed, there is no regular 
system pursued to raise it sufficiently cheap so as to cover expense of tran- 
sit, and still offer a competition in other markets; and the per centage of 
metal should be high indeed to do so. The question thus narrows itself 
into this. Can these ores be smelted at home? I throw this query out, 
and hope some of your able correspondents may take the question up, 
and divest the subject of the many complexities with which it has been 
hitherto invested. Anthracite coal abounds in this country; cannot it 
be employed in Ireland as I understand it isin America? We have 
also an abundance of vegetable fuel. Why cannot it be made avail- 
able here as it is in Belgium, Sweden, Russia, and other countries? 
What can be better adapted for this purpose than our peat charcoal, 
which, if properly prepared, would be such a valuable smelting agent. It 
is of itself too bulky in form to be used with advantage unprepared, but 
if ground to powder, and then cemented by some binding process into 
compact masses, what an admirable material would it not then form ? I 
leave all these remarks for the consideration of your capitalists, and will 
take an early opportunity of pointing out the several districts in Ireland 
abounding in iron ores, To return, however, to the Wicklow Mining 
Company, it is pleasing to see it again in a dividend state, and entering, 
as I hope it is, into the same happy condition which for so many years it 
has been enjoying. The statement of accounts is satisfactory, as show- 
ing a nett estimated profit of 4160/., while the amount of available assets 
over liabilities is set down at 19,601/.; there being at present ready for 
market 19,545 tons of ore, valued at 15,2497.

THE IRON TRADE—ITS STATE AND PROSPECTS. 
The attendance at the quarterly meeting on Wednesday at Wolverhamp- 
ton, and on Thursday at Birmingham, was not so great as usual, and 
though the price of iron is now settled for the present, it has not had the 
effect of bringing so many orders as was expected into the district. Several 
of the large firms have orders on hand which will last them for some 


weeks to come, and the sheet-iron makers are well off. There 1 still a 
great deficiency in demand for plates and hoops. 
Pig-iron has slightly increased in stock, but the best makers have 
effected good sales, and some of the large buyers have purchased their 
consumption for the quarter. Mine pigs may be quoted at fron 4/. to 
4/. 10s, per ton, 
I am sorry to say that underselling is going on in bars to a greatet ©X~ 
tent than for some time past. Of course it can be understood that a: re- 
duction of 10s. per ton off the price of the marked iron makers is the 
necessary difference for quality; but when one hears of 20s. to 25s, per 
ton below the declared price of the trade, it is ridiculous to suppose the 
parties are not heavy losers by the manufacture. No doubt but that the 
high price of money, and the difficulty to get paper discounted, has had 
something to do with this state of things; and although at this moment 
the first of these causes docs not exist, the latter isin full force. Mine is 
plentiful, and can be bought at a shade less than last quarter’s quotations. 
North Staffordshire mine has not been so readily sold this week, but pet 
haps this may be accounted for by our own mine being more plentiful. 
Tt was reported in the Town-hall, on Thursday, at Birmingham, that 
the price of Lord Ward's pigs was reduced 5s. per ton. I should not be 
surprised ifsuch were the fact; but, whether it is or not, no importance 
should be attached to it, A reduction was once made before, but there 
were but few people fortunate enough to get a supply at the quotation 
made; and in the present instance it would probably be the same, am 
seareely any sold. It may be that the stocks have increased at his lord- 
ship’s works, and, at present prices, sales would be considered good ma- 
nagement, 1 should think it is likely that some of the buyers of this 
make had ceased to take them, in consequence of the erection of mills and 
forges to consume them, and had replaced this brand with others. Be it 
as it may, such a step on the part of a single house should not influence 
a district which produces more than one-fourth of the whole make of pig- 
iron of the United Kingdom.

The die is then put on to the round bar of iron which is at the 
front of the furnace, and is then slipped down till it comes in contact with the end of 
the strip by the bell-mouth end of the die, when by pulling the round bar of iron so 
attached to the strip by means of a chain or otherwise, the strip is drawn through 
the die, and forms a tube, 


Unputatine Free-sars.—Mr, Wright, of Birmingham, has recently 
patented an improved arrangement of fire-bars, the advantages of which the inventor 
states to be the prevention of the formation of a bed of cinder when worked in time, 
the effectual breaking up of such bed if allowed to form, and the admission of a large 
quantity of air to the fire, ‘Che invention consists of a new method of moving the 
bars of large furnaces, by which each bar is made to act in the same manner as a 
poker, lifting up the coal and admitting air, thereby producing proper combustion, 
and preventing in a great measure the formation of clinkers. ‘I'he saving effected in 
common coal, or slack, is at least 25 per cent., and in labour, 20 percent. The very 
simple manner in which the bars act, and it being almost impossible for any derange- 
ment to take place from the action of the fire, inasmuch as the cold air having free 
passage through them when in motion keeps them cool, which air passing through 
the fire, becoming heated, forms an important aid in consuming smoke. In puddiing 
furnaces and locomotive engines, an arrang t is proposed for dropping the bars 
8 or 9 in., so that the fire and clinkers may be got out with but little loss of time. The 
application of the principle of these bars appears even more valuable when anthracite 
or Newcastle coal is used. 


Furnace Bricxs.—Mr. David Hill, of Tipton, Staffordshire, has pa- 
tented an improved material for resisting fire, consisting of limestone and ironstone, 
or the cinder from farnaces, which are melted together, and cast into moulds, 
proportions preferred are—one-sixth part of limestone, and two-thirds of ironstone 
or cinder : Theso are mixed together, and fused. Experience has taught that the 
vitrified slag of the furnace is well adapted to resist the heat by which it has been 
melted, the vitreous covering of the bricks protecting them from further action of fire. 


Screw Proputsioy.—Mr. Wm. Hewitt, of Bristol, has patented some 
improvements for propelling vessels. At the end of the main shaft is fitted a bossor

The Traffic Returns of Railways in the United Kingdom for the week 
ending July 5, amounted to 461,368/., and for the corresponding week of 1855, to 
427,571/., showing an increase of 32,7971. The gross receipts of the eight railways 
having their termini in the metropolis amounted for the week ending as above to 
ae for the corresponding week of last year to 190,470/., showing an increase 
of 12,8754. 

The increase on the Eastern Counties Railway amounted to 284/.; on the Great 
Northern to 6011. ; ou the Great Western to 3908/. ; on the London and North-Western 
to 2495/,; on the London, Brighton, and South Coast to 1346/.; on the London and 
South-Western to 3363/.; and on the South-Eastern to 900/.; total, 12,8977. But 
from this must be deducted 22/., the decrease on the Blackwall, leaving the increase, 
as above, 12,875/. 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 258,023/., and 
for the corresponding period of 1855 to 237,101/., snowing an increase of 20,922/. in the 
receipts of those lines, which, added to the increase on the metropolitan lines, makes 
the total increase 33,797/,, as compared with the corresponding week of 1855.

Governors to Strram-Enotxes.—Mr. J. Poole, of Chelsea, obtained a 
patent (which has’ become void, from specification not having been filed) for improve- 
ments in regulating the supply of steam from the boiler to the cylinder, and thereby 
better governing the motion of steam-engines, consisting in the application of one or 
more round or other shaped dises, plates, valves, or pistons, moving or sliding, in- 
serted anywhere, and in a suitable manner, within the tube or box conveying the 
steam from the boiler to the cylinder, the said dises either connected or not with the 
present throttle valve and governor of engines ; thus when, caused by an increased 
velocity of the piston, produced from a eudden diminution of resisting force, the 
pressure of steam in the boiler is greater than that in the cylinder, the steam from 
the former will press upon the dise, and forcing it inwards, cuuse it to contract or 
decrease the opening through which the steam passes to the cylinder, thereby retara- 
ing thesupply, and quently reducing the speed of the piston or engine, and con- 
tinue so to do until the pressures in the boiler and cylinder become again equalised. 


Wenors anp Keys,—Mr, F, X. Poignand, of Paris, has patented im- 
provements in the manufacture of wedges and keys for fixing rails in their chairs en- 
tirely by machinery. Suitable blanks are first cut of the requircd length by acircular 
saw, and they are then fixed in frames on a revolving platform, where they are finished 
by a planing machine. 


Mrvers’ Portasty Ventitator.—This mechanical invention, from 
the simplicity of its construction, small cost, and rapidity of action, was considered 
to be well adapted to ventilating a ‘close end” ina mine. It consists of a short cy- 
linder (air tight) with circular cheeks, The peculiar construction of the valves, and 
working from a common centre with a reciprocating motian, ensures a continuous 
eurrent of air, which can be forced or contracted without changing its direction. One 
end of a short pliant tube can be attached to the hine and the other led into the 
‘close end,” and by these arrangements the foul air can be extracted, and practical 
ventilation effected, It was considered, from its poner gee A and simplicity, not liable 
to get out of working order, at the same time it would admit of it being worked by 
the miner with different degrees of velocity, and in nearly any ee, The prin- 
ciple involved in the construction could be applied to many other usefal purposes. 
Double bellows might be enclosed in another form of this apparatus with considerable 
advantage, and practically reduce the friction to the smallest amount in the working 
parts.—Arruovre Grarine : Transactions of the Royal Cornwali Polytechnic Society. 


An experimental rifle-mortar has been lately cast in Woolwich Arsenal, 
and is about to be provided with its bed, which is partially complete. The mortar is 
shortly to be forwirded to Shoeburyness to undergo aserics of severe tests, the piece 
having been cast for experimentonty, and iseomposed of pure gun metal. Thecrown 
is peculiarly shaped in a semi-circular fashion, and the two sides are supported with 
strong iron side straps, which it is expected will prevent the gun from shifting from the 
basin under the force of any amount of concussion during the experiments which itis 
intended to put the piece through. The bore is a 10-inch, and will be fired during the 
first trials with a charge of 30 pounds of powder, one wad, and a solid shot weighing 
upwards of 2 cwts. 


Tames Steam-Tuc anv Licurerace Comrany (Lismrep).—In our 
last Journal, we briefly alluded to the formation of this company, and also-to its prin- 
cipal object, and we now prapose entering more fully into detail. The commercial 
tonnage of the River Thames has increased at least threefold during the last 30 years, 
and is rapidly increasing; yet, notwithstanding the loud complaints of merchants 
and others interested in commerce, little has been done to remedy the evil. There 
are upwards of 6000 barges, of from 40 to 100 tons burden, used in carrying upon the 
Thames, yet they are insufficient for the trade, and much noon merchandise, which 
under proper arrangements would be conveyed by the river, is carted through the 
streets of London, to the serious loss of the owner, and inconvenience to the public. 
The members of one of the largest carrying firms upon the River Thames also, find. 
ing that improved facilities for conducting their rapidly-increasing business were re- 
quired, and that a large addition of capital would be necessary, expressed their will- 
ingness to join the company, and to transfer their plant and business at a price to be 
settled by arbitration. ‘To all interested in the trade and port of London, the advan- 
tages will be readily understood and appreciated.
